uction in London, England, on the 11th 
of July, 1881. The finance committee 
reported against its passaze, though the 
eloguent young member from Floyd 
county, Mr. Seaborn Wright, with eight 
others, made a minority report. In the 
house Judge Twiggs, Mr. Pope Barrow, Mr. 
Branson and Mr. Wright made strong 
speeches forit. The vote was so com- 
plicated in a parliamentary way that the 
result of an adverse ballot can hardly be 
properly estimated. 

This very proper measure was defeat- 
ed, however, and it is understood that a 
reconsideration will be attempted this 
morning, and ought to succeed. The 
volumes are a part of the executive min- 
utes of the state. They contain the ofli- 
cial transactions of the colony, begin- 
ning five years after Georgia was settled 
by General Oglethorpe, and continuing 
from 1738 to 1744, a period of six impor- 
tant "years of which we have no rec- 
ord at all.

What do you suppose isthe next book 
upon our list—a large volume 
containing four hundred and fifty-odd 
pages and two Hundred illustrations? Ip 
the language of Pinafore, it is ‘‘The Cat.” 
It will thus be seen that the cat has nine 
lives and orré large book, and is therefore 
of considerable more importance than a 
The particu- 
larcat which is the subject of the enter- 
taining mwemoir before us is the 
typical cat, and is from the pen 
of Professor St. George Mivart. It 1s intend 
ed as an introduction to the study 
of backboned animals. There is no doubt 
that the cat is minutely treated in this book, 
so far as his anatomy is concerned, but we 
look in vain through the volume for even 
an intimation of how the tortoise-shell 
thomas cat can cling to the precipitous 
F yerge of a slate roof and at the same time 
lift up his melodious voice in song. We 
also look in vain for information with re 
spect to disposing of these fiery-eyed crea 
tures. It might be supposed, therefore, 
that Professor Mivart’s b>* is lacking 
in interest, but such is n . ihe case. The 
student or the specialist in biology will find 
it full of fascination, while even the average 
reader will be glad to learn what constitutes 
the mainspring and leverage, as it were, of 
Thomas and Tabby.

The revival of interest in war literature, 
federal and confederate, is very marked, es- 
pecially at the north. Rather we should 
say, the political animus which has colored 
and clouded aj! accounts of the war between 
the states has given place toa desire for his- 
torical accuracy. Among thedocuments of 
prime historical value must be accounted 
Mr. Theodore A. Dodge’s volume 
on “The Campaign of Chancellors 
“ville,” published by .James’* R, Osgood & 
Co., of Boston. I: is at once historical and 
critical, and will be read with interest by 
military men who served in both armies. 
To all appearance—that is to say, to an 
humble member of the militia of the state 
of Georgia as at present constituted—Mr. 
Dodge’s book seems to be writtcn in a ju- 
dicial spirit, and this is is the main point 
to be considered. 

The Mesars. Harper, of New York, send us 
“The Life of George the Fourth,’’ by Percy 
Fitzgerald. The volume includes the let- 
ters and opinions of the king, together 
with a view of the men, manners and poli- 
tics of his reign. With a good deal of 
clumsiness of arrangement, this is one of 
the most entertaining biographies we have 
everread. The smallest details and gossip 
is made much of, and there is a certain 
picturesqueness of style which never be- 
comes tiresome. One cf the most entertain- 
ing features of the book is a graphic sketch 
of Beau Brummel, anda number of racy 
anecdotes in connection with him. 

The most popular, as well as the best, of 
the works of James Anthony Froude is his 
monograph on Cesar, which has been re 
publisbed here by the Harpers. It isa 
graphic and stirring sketch,-portions of 
which may be profitably read in connection 
with the p ‘litics of our own time. 

“The Great Violinist and Pianists,’ by 
George T. Ferris, is included in Appleton’s 
handy volume series. The author explains

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Interviews With Some Leading Mem- 


bers of the Legisiature. 
It bas been imagined for some time that 


at the present session of the legislature 
something definite would be done in re 
gard to building a new capitol, but we 
were not prepared to see s0 moch unanim- 
ity on the subject as was shewn yesterday 
when a representative of Tux ConsTITUTION 
spent an houror two talking to the leading 
members of the house In interviews cov- 
eripg representatives from every section of 
the state, we found only two men who 
were opposed to taking immediate measures 
for starting the work. Arfiong those whose 
views were obtained, we presenta few that 
the public may get the drift of the argu- 


ment, 

Speaker Bacon says: ‘I can give my 
views on this subject promptly, for I have 
thought of itagreat deal. It seems to me 
that the whole question is resolved into 
two parts. First, does the state of Geor- 
gia need the capitol ? Second, is she able 
to build it? As to the first there can be no 
argument, The present building is wholly 
inadequate, and in many senses is & 
disgrace to the state of Georgia. The 
county of Bibb has a finer building for 
county purposes than the state has as its 
capitol, and the county of Fulton is now 
building acounty court-bouse that will sur 
passit. Besides not being in accord with the 
dignity of the state, it is subject to fire, 
and if a conflagration were to occur by an 
accident, the loss would be simply irrepar- 
able. If we hada fine and adequate state 
bouse built in the position occupied by the 
present capitol, I should be in favor, on 
this simple ground, of building a newcap- 
itol. But begides all this, it is wrong to ask 
the members to remain through a session in 
such aa unhealthy building as we now oc 
cupy. It is my firm conviction that there 
has never been a session of the legislature 
s'nce this capito! was built but what there 
were from one to three or four deaths of 
members, resulting from disease taken in 
this building. I think, then, that the ne- 
cessity for a building is apparent to all. 
As to whether or not we are 
able to build it, that admits 

of little moredoubt. We have a large sur- 
plus in the treasury, the taxes are low, the 

state is prosperous and there is no question 
but that the money can be spared to build 
ingacapitol in properstyle and the tax 
ayers never feeiits loss from the treasury. 
t tom heartily in favor of building and of 
starting the work atouce. Of course it will 
take several years to build it, and the legis- 
lature should put contemplate a buil ding 
costing less than one million or one mil- 
lion and a half dollars.”’ 

Mr. Wilkinson, of Coweta county, —_ 
“I think the state needs a capitol badly 
and am in favor of:taking measures this 
session tostart one. I think that we ought 
to buy a large tract ofland and surround 
the capitol with suitable grounds,”’ 

Mr. Winslow, of Houston county, says: 
“lamin favor of building a capitol, and 
see nothing in the way cf making an ap- 
propriation for starting the work at the 
present session.’’ : 

Mr. Hill, of Wilkes, isin favor of making 
ab appropriation at this session to start 


consistent with good werk. 

Mr. Reese, of the same county, is in favor 
of voting atthe present session between 
five hundred thousand and a million dol- 
lars to be used in erecting a capitol. or at 
least of voting so much of itas would be 
needed if the work were commenced now 
or before the next legislature meets. 

Mr. Estes, of Hall county, says: ‘‘I am in 
favor, as I have been for years, of starting a 


under way by order of the legislature at its 
present session ” 

Mr.-Northern, of Hancock, siys: “I have 
been for several sessions in favor of start: 
ing the work on acapitol suitable to the 
dignity of Georgia. ‘Lhe present capitol is 
adeath trap in o.any senses. 1 remember 
in 1877, that i roomed with a member who 
had never been sick an hour in bis life. He 
eaught cold in this building, went home 
and died in three weeks. I believe that 
every session sees some man fall a victim 
to the bad ventilation of the present as- 
sembly ball.”’ 

Mr. Selman, of Jackson county, says: 
“We have got to build a capitol at some 
time, and ] don’t think the state of Georgia 
will ever be in a better fix to do it than she 
is at present.

A TRAVELER'S RETURN, 


What He Hnows of the Crowds Com- 
img to the Exposition. 

Mr. J. A. Walker, one of the most prom- 
inent merchants of Columbus, was in the 
city afew days ago after a tour of the west, 
and in conversation with a representative 
of Tue ConsTITUTION stated some facts that 
are worth considering. Said he: 

“You have no idea how much tselk there 
is about thecotton exposition. Wherever I 
went [| found people interested in it 
and I think there will be far more visitors 
than you anticipate.”’ 

‘What is your estimate of the crowd?’ 

‘T believe there will be from 100,000 to 
150,000 visitors during the exposition. | 
was surprised to find so many people who 
intended to come. In Columbus, Ohio, I 
heard of an agricultural clab with four 
hundred members, two hundred of whom 
are coming. In Toledo there is a 
glee club of one hundred members which 
has accepted an invitation to come, and 
connected with the clubisa military com- 
pany which is also coming. The fare hs. 
been put down very low from af. those 
cities and there will be tivusands of peo- 
ple pouring into Atianta from the west. 

‘‘Now I aw interested in the success of 
the exporicion and I want to see Atlanta 
make the biggest possible success 
of it. You must make arrangements for a 
big crowd—jiar larger than anything you 
have ever seen iiere before. I hope Atlan- 
ta will not be caught as I remember Macon 
was in 1869, when such acrowd came to her 
fair. The people were crowded into hotels 
until they coulds’t be crowded any 
more Nebody was comfortable and 
every body found’ that the city’s 
accommodations were inadequate 
tothe crowd. Atlanta must look fora 
fearful crowd, and she ought to begin to 
make ready for it.’’ 

‘‘Have you any plan tosuggest?’’ 

“No, sir. The management of the expo- 
sition is in the hands of live and able men. 
They can meet the emergency if they look 
at it. I speak as the friend of the enter- 


prise, to tell you what a crowd is com 
ing and no ordinary preparation 
will be sufficient. There will be thous- 


ands and~. thousands of people _ to 
be cared for and Atlanta cannot afford to 
ask them here aud then fail to have proper 
accommodations for them. 
I would call your attention to is the fact 
that in many of the western cities Atlanta 
is put down as having about 30,000 people 
and only three hotels. Your people ought 
to do yourselves justice and see that 
the city gets credit for her full hotel capa- 
city and for her 40 000 people. 

“IT was surprised to find sucha general 
desire to come to the exposition. It can be 
made a grand thing for Atlanta and the 
south. I shall rejvice in its success and it 
is with the desire to make you prepare 
fully to meet the demands upog you that 
I say these things. You must prepare tor 
an enormous crowd.” ° 


THE COMET AND THE ARCTIC, 


Speculations Based Upon Some Events 

Eprrors Constitution; Though not claim- 
ing to be a scientific observer, we have with 
interest watched the course of our erratic 
visitor every night, and sern it at nearly 
all hours of the night. Its course, we think, 
is now clearly indicated. It is moving 
eastward, em will pass near the North or 
Pole star in its exit from our solar system. 
It does not now “‘set’”’ or cisappear below 


the borizon at any time of the night, 
but circles around the North star 
just as the Dipper or Greater 


Bear does; but being nearer to the Pole than 
most of the stars of the Dipper, it does not 
‘so down’’ below the horizon as they do. 
Atall hours of the night it is in a direct 
line with the sun and the Pole star, and at 
ali hours its head or nucieus is directed to- 
wards the former and its tail towards the 
latter, As it approaches the Pole star, its 
circle will of course grow less: and if it 
maintains for a week or two longer a suf- 
ficiency of its diminishing brightness, we 
may be treated to the rare spectacle of a 
comet very near the Pole and describing 
so limited a circle as togive us a striking 
illustration of the manner in which our 
earth ard all the stars of the noribern 
heavens appearto gyrate about that only 
fixed and unchangeable cynosure. After 
ithe comet has passed the north star in its 
eastward progress (we do not mean its 
daily gyration) its positions in the evening 
and the early morning will be re 
versed; it will then be ezst of the Pole in 
in the evening and west of it in the morn- 
ing. But doubtless its nucleus will still be 
turned towards the suo and its train to- 
wards the Pole. 

It is to be hoped that the observations of 
of this bright comet by scientific men, 
with their improved appara.us, will erable 
them to settle the long vexed question as 
to the elements constituting the traius of 
such bodies. If an opinion from ons who 
has pot en} syed such adv di tages of obser- 
vation may be 4liowed, we will hazard the 
conjecture that the train is nothing mate 
ris! bat is only an immense streak or 
sheet of light thrown forward by the sun 
through the nucleus of the comet. In 
other words, the comet being transparent 
in either its nucieus or its envelop, the 
rays of the sun are prolonged by it (as 
through clear water or giass) into the inte- 
rior darkness, and thus make a luminous 


| lane or streak along what we designate as 
“T am) 


the sky. It may be objected to this, that 
the tails of "comets are not always 
turned from the sun, to which we reply 
that we have never seen a comet with a tail 
turaed towards the sun. If not tursed di- 
rectly from it, they curve or deviate so lit- 
tle from that line as to suggest the propa- 
bility that the observation is due to the 
form, motion or constituents of the comet 
itself, rather than to the agency which 
makes the train. 

To adventurers ioto the polar regions of 
our hemisphere (such as whalers and the 
crew of the exploring steamer Jeannette, if 
the latter still survive) the comet must 
present a most striking and magnificent 
picture, if they can see it at ail in the can- 
tinued day which they are just now enjoy- 
ing. Wesuppose that they can at times, 
for the sun circles near the horizon, and the 
heavens in that gone are remarkably clear 
On account of the rarity of the aitmos- 
phere. These explorers, then, see the comet 
passing very nearly or directly over their 
heads 1a the daily circle, and its tailalways 
pointing straight towards the heavenly poie, 
which is the zenith of the locality that they 
are trying to reach. Tothem it must ap- 

ar as star of Bethiehem did to tne 
wise men of the east, or as the pillar of fire 
by night did to the Israelites—as a heavenly 
guide directing them towards the object of 
their search. in all ages of the worid su.

A SENSATION 


That Causes a Fiurry [Among Some

The fact that gambling houses are still 
being run in Atlanta, was conclusively 
established last night.

A Disgraceful State of Affairs. 


Lirrie Rock, July 8.—The details of the 
assassination of Marshal W. D. Patton and 
Deputy Sheriff John Mount, at Fayette- 
ville, Ark., on the night of July 3, were re- 
ceived to-day, and disclose the course of a 
vendetta organized at the close of the war, 
and conducted from that time to this with 
a remorseless cruelty almost beyond par- 
allel. A number of families are implicat- 
ed, nearly all of whom are respectable peo- 
ple having been drawn intothe trouble by 
the force of circamstances or a desire for 
self-preservation. The feud reached its 
+ ty pet one year = At that time 
John Recd was living on White river, two 
or three miles from Fysyetteville. He was 
known asa desperado. He had served in 
the army, and after the war kept those 
living inthe ne ghbcrhood cf his tome in 
terror through various species of ruftianism. 
He was accustomed to ride into Fayeite- 
ville with a party of congenial 
spirits at his heeia, and virtually take 
possession of the town. The little village 
of Alma and Van Buren were also suv- 
jected tosimilar visitations. In both places 
ne bad serions shooting affrays with vari- 
ous parties, narrowly escaping with his 
life. He had repeatedly declared that no 
man couldtake lim. Oneevening in May, 
1880, while on a shooti: g carnival at Fayette 
ville, he was arrested by Deputy Sheriffs 
Jackson and Sorrell, and hurried off to jail, 
as he refused to give bail While in the 
outer room of the prison he became desper- 
ate and began figh'ing like a madman. He 
seized a bottle aud threw it at Jailer Moore 
knocking him down and wounding him se 
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riously. In the melee the lamps were 
overturned and extinguished, and in the 
darkness several show were fired. When 
lights were again produced Reed was found 
lying dead on the fi»or. He had been shot 
through the heart by some of the olficers. 
The feud was carried on by Georgé Reed, 
brother of John, and almost «qually as no- 
torious. He swore to avenge nis brother’s 
death. He formed one plot after another 
for this purpose, but none of them 
were successful. On the evening of 
Jane 6, 188i, he was in Fayette- 
ville, and got into an aiterca- 
tion with City Marsha: W.8 Pitton, who 
undertook to arrest him. Reed aticiwpied 
to draw a pistol, when Patton shot him. 
He tumbled from his horse, dying in about 
an hour, and this tragedy shouk the county. 
A verdict of justifiable homicide was re- 
turned, but the excitement steadily in- 
creased, and to-day 1s at fever heat. James 
Reed, brother of George and Jobn, took up 
the quarrel after the curtain WAd dropped 
on the second sect. George Reed’s friends 
alsoSmade threats to the effect that his 
death should be avenged; that the 
blood of the dead man should 
be augmented with the blood of 
the slayer. Since then Patton has lived in 
continual terror of assassination, and has 
taken every precaution to guard against 
such a doom, but fate was against him. On 
Saturday night at 10 o’clock, while standing 
on the square at Fayetteville conversing 


with Deputy Sheriff John Mound, 
parties larking in the sbadows 
of adjacent buildings poured 8 


murderous fire upon them, and both fell 
on the ground in the agonies of death. 
Patton was shot three times, Mount twice. 
Both died almostinstantly. The assassins 
fled, escaping in ihe semi-darkness, while 


the citizens, aroused by the _  dis- 
charge of the fire-arms, flocked 
to the scene of the double 


murder from all parts of the town The 
excitement which now prevails is repre- 
sented as being intense. The vendetta has 
now reached a point where the law must 
seize and crush it. It is understood that 
arrests are to be made by the wholesale, Ail 
or nearly all of the adherents of the Reeds 
living on White river will be apprehended. 
Fears are expressed that when tne parties 
are cooped in jail they will be taken out 
and lynched by the infuriated populace. It 
seems clear that the end is not yet, and that 
more blood will be shed before the vendetta 
is stamped out. This afternoon Governor 
Churchill issued a proclamation offering a 
reward of $500 each for the apprehension cf 
the assassinsof Marsha! Patton and Deputy 
Sheriff Mount.
